Ford picks Dole for vice president 


KANSAS CITY, Mo. (AP) — 
President Ford today chose 
Sea Robert J. Dole of Kansas 
to be his running mate in the 
Republican campaign to retain 
control of the White House. 
Ford announced his choice at 
a news conference less than 12 
hours after he triumphed over 
Ronald Reagan in the balloting 
for the GOP presidential nomi­ 
nation. 
Ford’s choice is to be ratified 
at tonight’s closing session of 
the convention. 
introducing Dole at a news 
conference, Ford noted he and 
Dole had served together in the 


House tor eight years. 
“He has been a great team 
player,” the President said. 
“His philosophy and mine coin­ 
cide almost exactly. Bob Dole 
is a great campaigner.” 
Moments 
before 
the 
an­ 
nouncement, a leader of a 
group of delegates trying to 
generate support to draft Rea­ 
gan for the second spot on the 
ticket said the drive had col­ 
lapsed. 


“At this point, I think we’re 
dead,” said Rep. Lou Frey of 
Florida. 
Ford said he had told Reagan 
he planned to choose Dole and 


“Gov. Reagan has endorsed my 
selection of Bob Dole as my 
running mate.” 
Reagan met with his cam­ 
paign workers and told them, 
“Sure, there's a disappointment 
in what happened. But the 
cauke, the cause, goes on.” 
At Reagan’s side crying qui­ 
etly as he bid his farewell to 
his staff, was his wife, Nancy. 


Within an hour after he had 
received the GOP presidential 
nomination, Ford sped across 
Kansas City for a postmidnight 
meeting with Reagan. After 
their discussion in Reagan’s ho­ 
tel suite, the two men met re­ 


porters, and the defeated chal­ 
lenger vowed to campaign for 
Ford in the foil. 
“As we both agreed from the 
beginning, once the fight was 
over we would be together,” 
Reagan said. 
The unity meeting came after 
Ford captured the nomination 
with 1,187 votes to 1,070 for 
Reagan.

About two hours, most of it tak­ 
en up by marching, chanting, 
banner-waving, 
horn-blowing 
delegates, was needed for the 
process of putting Reagan’s 
name before the convention. 
After his meeting with Rea­ 
gan, the President returned to 
his hotel and told a waiting 
crowd: 
“I complimented him on a 
real good campaign. I indicated 
that we certainly wanted him 
to be standing shoulder to 
shoulder with us in the months 
ahead. 
“I am glad to report he will 
be there fighting just as hard 
as I am. So, I think we can 
leave 
the

tomorrow 
(Thursday) night unified.” 
During the news conference 
with Reagan, Ford said Reagan 
supporters he had talked to 
“said they are supporting Pres­ 
ident Ford. I think that’s true 
across the spectrum so far as 
the convention was concerned.” 
But an indication of the prob­ 
lems Ford faces in his cam­ 
paign against Carter were evi­ 
dent in the 167-delegate Califor­ 
nia delegation. The Californians 
were pledged to Reagan, who 
won the state’s primary June 8. 
After the roll call, Reagan 
telephoned chairman Robert 
Nesen on the convention floor. 
He asked the delegation to

U.S. troops in south 
Korea placed on alert 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
Pentagon said today the 41,000 
U.S. troops in South„ Korea 
have been placed on a pre­ 
cautionary alert as a result of 
the slaying of two U.S. Army 
officers by North Koreans at 
Panmunjom. 
"We have taken the pre­ 
cautionary move of increasing 
the readiness status of the 
forces in the area,” a Pentagon 
spokesman said. 
The Pentagon announcement 
followed North Korea’s declara­ 
tion that it has ordered its 
armed forces into a state of 


combat readiness because of 
the U.S. reaction to the slay­ 
ings. 
Earlier U.S. military com­ 
manders in Korea had called 
men back to their units but had 
stopped short of describing the 
order as part of a special alert. 
There are five stages of alert 
leading up to readiness for 
combat. It was understood that 
the precautionary alert ordered 
by the Pentagon was well be­ 
low this level. 
“This increased alert status 
has been taken in view of the 
unprovoked 
and 
unpremed­ 


itated assault” which also re­ 
sulted in injuries to U.S. and 
South Korean personnel, a Pen­ 
tagon spokesman said. 
The Pentagon spokesman de­ 
clined to discuss in specifics 
any military moves in Korea in 
connection with the new crisis. 
The decision for the alert fol­ 
lowed a meeting here Wednes­ 
day afternoon of a high level 
government group which moni­ 
tors crises and possible trouble 
spots.

AMERICAN REVOLUTION 
It is well for us to remember that the Fourth of July did 
not mark the end of the American Revolution. It was just 
the beginning — officially. Nor did it mean the end of 
American trials and tributions. In fact, things got worse. 
In the initial stages of the Revolution, the Americans 
suffered a whole series of defeats, losing battles on Long 
Island and Manhattan and at White Plains, New York. 
On November 16, Fort Washington was surrendered to 
the British. For Lee fell on November 20. With bitter 
winter cold settling in, Washington retreated and then 
retreated again, down though New Jersey and into 
Pennsylvania. 
General Sir William Howe didn’t bother to continue his 
attacks. He knew that the Continental Army was suf­ 
fering from the lack of every military necessity. 
Washington’s ragged troops were without adequate food, 
shelter, clothing, shoes, and even blankets. All Howe had 
to do was to relax in the warmth and comfort of the 
captured cities, and let the American troops starve and 
freeze to death. In the Spring he could mop up. 
But, one of those who had gone through the humiliating 
defeat at Fort Lee and the terrible retreat which 
followed, was a journalist by the name of Tom Paine. 
And Paine dispatched a column to the Pennsylvania 
Journal which was printed in the December 19, 1776 
issue. 
“These are the times that try men’s souls,” Paine 
wrote. “The summer soldier and the sunshine patriot 
will, in this crisis, shrink from the service of their 
country. But he that stands it now, deserves the love and 
thanks of man and woman. Tyranny, like Hell, is not 
easily conquered; yet we have the consolation with us 
that the harder the conflict the more glorious the 
triumph. What we obtain too cheap, we esteem too 
lightly; it is dearness only that gives everything its 
value. Heaven knows how to put a proper price upon its 
goods; and it would be strange indeed if so celestial an 
article as FREEDOM should not be highly rated.” 
When copies of the newspaper reached General 
Washington, he ordered that it be read to his dejected 
troops; and this was done, on Christmas day, December 
25, 1776. That night every man that Washington could 
muster, 2,400 in number, crossed the frozen Delaware 
River in boats manned by sturdy Marblehead fisherman. 
So cold it was that some of the men died of exposure 
before they reached the New Jersey shore, ten miles 
above Trenton. At 4:00 AM the men began their advance 
over the frozen ground, many with but rags bound about 
their feet. Three and one half hours later, with the words 
of Tom Paine ringing in their ears, they smashed their 
way into Ti enton, killing the commanding General and 
capturing 1,000 of Howe’s crack troops, along with tons of 
military supplies.

VOTERS OPT FOR 
‘SLOW’ NUCLEAR HASTE 
The recent referendum in 
California on the future of 
nucelar energy in that state may 
turn out to be a contest in which 
everybody won. 
By 
a 
two-to-one 
margin, 
Californians decisively rejected 
Proposition 15, which would 
have mandated impossible 
safety and performance stan­ 
dards for nuclear power plants 
and, according to opponents of 
the proposition, have stopped 
the development of nuclear 
energy in its tracks. Both sides 
expended millions of dollars in 
promoting their arguments. 
Contributing to the defeat of 
Proposition 15, however, was the 
action 
by 
the 
California 
legislature on the eve of the 
balloting in passing three 
measures relating to nuclear 
plant safety, and signed by Gov. 
Edmund Brown, which greatly 
counteracted the scary vision of 
atoms gone wild conjured up by 
the antinuclear forces. 
Thus while Californians have 
signified that they want nuclear 
energy, the industry has been 
put on notice (if it were not 
already well aware) that the 
public is intensely concerned 
about this issue and will demand 
the 
closest 
monitoring 
of 
nuclear development from here 
on out. The industry still faces 
similar 
referenda 
in 
other 
states. 
Actually, 
the questions of 
reactor safety, the disposal of 
radioactive 
wastes 
and 
the 
possibility of sabotage or theft of 
nuclear materials have been 
grossly distorted, not only in 
California but elsewhere in the 
country where nuclear plants 
have been built or are planned. 
The real problem facing the 
industry in 
the immediate 
future may be a shortage of 
uranium and the prohibitively 
high prices for the ore, which 
have already escalated from $8 
a pound in January 1974 to 
around $35 or $30 today. 
So much uranium will be 
needed soon just for currently 
operating reactors that some 
industry executives are con­ 
vinced the U.S. won’t get by 
without substantial imports, the 
Wall Street Journal recently 
reported. “It is probably too late 
to avoid an important uranium 
export program," it quoted the 
president of Exxon Nuclear Co. 
as warning. 
It would indeed be ironic if 
nuclear energy, which is being 
counted on so heavily to help 
alleviate 
this 
country’s 
dependence 
on 
foreign 
petroleum, 
were 
itself 
to 
become dependent upon foreign 
supplies. 
But this should not necessarily 
be cause for alarm, says another 
authority. After all, there are 
very few natural resources in 
which the United States is 
totally self-sufficient, points out 
William 
Jackson, 
a 
vice 
president of Babcock & Wilcox 
Co., 
which 
builds 
power 
generating equipment for both 
the nuclear and fossil-fuel in­ 
dustries. Fortunately, some of 
the largest known deposits of 
uranium in the world are not in 
the volatile Middle East but in 
Australia and Canada. 
As for the cost of uranium, he 
believes 
the previous going 
market price was too low and is 
now about where it should be to 
stimulate exploration fa* new 
deposits. Uranium, anyway, is a 
relatively minor factor in the 
ultimate cost to consumers of 
nuclear-generated 
electricity.

teached $372 billion.

What are our chances of doing 
something about this? I have to 
say to you I don’t know. The 
reason I don’t know is because 
the Congress of the United 
States can’t make up its mind 
where it wants to go. The old 
politics were to add program 
after program -- we now have 
1,026 programs of domestic 
assistance. 
The old 
politics 
meant 
that 
every 
year we 
would spend, spend; tax, tax, 
tax; reelect, reelect... except in 
the last 10 years Congress has 
left out the middle words - they 
don’t tax any more, just spend, 
spend, spend; reelect, reelect 
and reelect. 
But today Congressmen see 
people like the President getting 
up there and biting the bullet on 
all of these issues and saying, 
“This country cannot stand this 
kind of runaway expenditure.” 
They see the President saying, 
“What we really need are tax 
cuts, because inflation is eating 
away at the earning power of the 
American 
people.” 
And 
Congressmen see the President 
saying, 
“It’s high time for 
reform - we need to slow down, 
moderate the rate of growth in 
federal 
expenditures; 
make 
room for tax cuts.” 
I think the American people 
are waking up •• Congressmen 
may be waking up, too. 
But the final decisions are not 
yet in, so I don’t know what our 
progress will be. But I do know 
that if we keep hammering 
away at the problem, if we keep 
trying to let the people know 
what spending is all about, we 
will come to the point where the 
nation will realize that a billion 
here and a billion there adds up 
to real money -- as Sen. Dirk sen 
used to say. 
It may take two years, four 
years or whatever, but even­

situation around. And from that

What’s spending all about - And 
whore’s the

WASHINGTON- The budget 
of the United States -- what can I 
tell you about it? 
First, let me put it in per­ 
spective: it took us 186 years to 
get to the first $100 billion budget 
for the United States. Fourteen 
years later, we have a Congress 
that is talking about a $413 
billion budget, and a President 
who 
wants 
a 
substantially 
smaller sum. Nonetheless, both 
figures are roughly four times 
what the budget was only 14 
years ago. 


Another dramatic change in 
the budget is its make-up. I think 
this is something most people in 
America don’t realize. Twenty 
years ago, defense made up well 
over half the budget of the 
United States; today, defense 
makes up roughly a quarter. 
Twenty years ago, our human 
resource 
programs 
-- 
the 
programs to help the elderly, the 
poor, the sick and other people 
who need assistance - made up 
roughly 23 per cent of the 
budget. Today those programs - 
including the ones providing 
indirect aid through state and 
local governments - are over 50 
per cent of the budget. 
So, in a 20-year period, we’ve 
had an exact reversal in 
programs; defense moving from 
o v a half to roughly a quarter; 
human resource 
programs 
moving from a quarter to well 
over half. 
The change shows a country 
that cares. It shows a country 
that is disturbed and doesn’t like 
to see unmet needs around the 
nation. It shows a country that 
wants to help people who can’t 
help themselves, a country that 
sees unmet needs in the inner 
cities, and tries to put the money 
where our heart is. 
But I also have to say there 
isn’t any way we can continue to 
have the growth in human 
resource programs that we’ve 
had in the past 10 to 20 years. Let 
me give you one simple reason: 
if we try to have the same rate of 
growth 
in 
human 
resource 
programs for the next 10 years 
as we’ve had in the past 10 -- and 
we try to keeptaxes the same by 
taking the increases all out of 
defense - we will literally be 
down to the last soldier and the 
last gun 10 years from now. 
There will be no defense budget 
at all. 
Now, that might be wonderful 
in a perfect world. It might be 
wonderful in a world where 
everyone believed in the Bible. 
But I can say to you that, 
although I am a believer in the 
Bible, 
I’m not about to throw 
down our weapons at this point 
in time in this world. 
With defense needs on one side 
and human needs on the other, 
the problem in budgeting is not 
easy - particularly when you 
consider that in the fiscal year 


DON’T PINCH PENNIES! 
The 64 billion pennies minted 
in the last fifteen and one half 
years should be more than 
enough to meet all business 
needs. But, because so many oi 
these lowly coins are now tucked 
away in bureau drawers and old 
socks against the day when the 
copper in a penny might be 
worth 2 or 3 cents or who knows 
what, there is getting to be, 
along with everything else, a 
shortage of pennies. To help fill 
the gap, the treasury is turning 
out some 35 million pennies a 
day to keep up. 
Representatives 
of

along with other business 
leaders have been meeting with 
Treasury Department officials 
to design a national all-out effort 
to lure pennies out of the 
nation’s piggybanks and back 
into circulation.

Food retailers have suggested 
various ways to make it at­ 
tractive for people to turn in 
their 
pennies. 
Among the 
suggestions 
mentioned 
were 
penny weighing day, with a 
bonus going to the customer who 
brings in the most pounds of 
pennies at 145 to the pound; 
offering a sixty-cent item for 
every 50 pennies turned in and 
giving a chance to win two free 
tickets to a local spats event for 
each 50 pennies applied to a 
grocery bill. 
The nation’s food retailers are 
used to dealing in pennies-often 
a penny or less profit per dollar 
of sales. If the present effort 
works, they will help save U.S. 
taxpayers tens of millions of 
dollars that would otherwise go 
to mint billions of pennies that 
no one needs.

Cost of living 
increase jumps 
personal income

Americans’ 
personal income 
jumped by the biggest margin 
in nearly a year during July 
thanks to a cost of living in­ 
crease 
for 
Social 
Security 
recipients and bigger payrolls 
for workers, the government 
reported today. 
The Commerce Department 
said personal income increased 
at an annual rate of $13.9 bil­ 
lion in July, or 1 per cent, to an 
annual rate of $1,384.3 billion. 
That worked out to an annual 
rate of growth of 12.9 per cent 
and compared to a $7.5 billion 
increase in June. 
It was the largest increase 
since a $15.5 billion rise last 
August. 
The July rise brought person­ 
al income on a per capita basis 
to $6,439 in annual rate. That 
compares to $6,374 in June and 
$5,864 a year earlier. 
The department said a Social 
Security increase mandated by 
the past year’s boost in con­ 
sumer prices accounted for $4.6 
billion of the latest increase. 
That is a one-time factor which 
does not necessarily reflect the 
underlying economic conditions 
at work. However, wage and 
salary 
payments 
increased 
even more steeply, by $8.1 bil­ 
lion following a drop of $100 
million in June. 
The increase means that con­ 
sumers have more cash at their 
disposal and thus are in a posi­ 
tion to continue the spending 
which 
has 
i$pOnb)een 
the 
pri­ 
mary impetus ,ehind the gen­ 
eral economic recovery. The 
latest jump kept personal in­ 
come growth well ahead of the 
5.9 per cent increase in con­ 
sumer prices over the past 
year.

The biggest adjustment to liv­ 
ing in the White House has 
been for the children, Mrs. Wei­ 
denfeld said. They have not 
liked the intrusion into their 
privacy. 
Those who know Susan well 
say she has matured considera­ 
bly in the past two years. She 
has worked as a part-time pho­ 
tographer for the Topeka, Kan., 
Capital Journal and The Associ­ 


ated Press. This fall she starts 
may spend part of next year 
her second year at Mount Ver- 
studying photo-journalism at 
non College in Washington and 
the University of Kansas.

Former campaign treasurer 
for Ashcroft is arrainged 
for stealing from the campaign

raigned in Cole County Magis­ 
trate Court today on charges of 
stealing from the campaign. 
Bond was set at $1,000 for De- 
Cook, who was arrested only a 
few hours before based on evi­ 
dence supplied by Ashcroft that 
there was a $2,7000 discrepancy 
in the campaign fund. 
Judge Ralph Duggins set 
Sept 20 for a preliminary hear­ 
ing, when DeCook will enter a 
idea to the charge. 
On leaving the courtroom, 
DeCook said he had “no com­ 
ment at all” on the charges 
against him. The formal charge 
against the Jefferson City busi­ 
nessman was issuing checks 
from the campaign fund in ex­ 
cess of the amount authorized 
by 
the 
political committee 
“with the intent to cheat and 
defraud.” 
Ashcroft tokl newsmen ear­ 
lier that he had filed papers 
with the state terminating De- 
Cook as his campaign chair­ 
man. 
The $2,700 fund shortage was 
discovered last week during an 
independent audit of the cam­ 
paign fund, Ashcroft said. He 
said DeCook was confronted 
with the allegations on Thurs­ 
day and “ no satisfactory ex­ 
planation of discrepancies was 
forthcoming.” 


Ashcroft 
said 
information 
about the discrepancy 
was 
turned over to the Missouri 
Elections Commission and Cole 
County 
Prosecutor 
James 
McHenry on Friday. 
A warrant for DeCook’s ar­ 
rest was issued Tuesday, and 
Ashcroft said McHenry had 
asked that he “ not discuss the 
facts of the case pending the 
trial.” 
“I am saddened by this ap­ 
parent breach of trust,” Ash­ 
croft told newsmen here after 
revealing the charges against 
DeCook, who had served as 
treasurer of the campaign since 
it began in early spring. 
“However, on numerous oc- 
cassions I have called for strict 
enforcement of laws prohibiting 
’white collar’ crime,” the for­ 
mer state auditor said. “ This 
type of activity cannot and will 
not be tolerated. My com­ 
mittment to fight white collar 
crime cannot be lessened by 
the present unfortunate circum­ 
stances encountered by this 
committee.” 
Ashcroft said the fund short­ 
age was initially discovered 
after the independent auditor, 
Timothy Schwent, had been re­ 
viewing the campaign financial 
records for less than three 
hours. 
“The auditor was just barely 
scratching the surface,” Ash­ 
croft said. “ It would appear the

Wealthy manufacturer ‘

NEW YORK (AP) - John 
Perry believes the country will 
go broke if the government 
keeps spending the way it has 
been, and he suggests as a so­ 
lution that every registered vot­ 
er be given, tax-free, $500 to 
$750 a year. 
That recommendation might 
seem to be contradictory, but 
Perry insists it isn’t, and Perry 
is a serious, intelligent, con­ 
servative gentleman, an in­ 
novative engineer, a wealthy 
manufacturer and former own­ 
er of a large newspaper chain. 
He has convinced many doub­ 
ters that his plan will work, 
and among them are esteemed 
economists, government offi­ 
cials and businessmen. His plan 
was considered for inclusion in 
the Republican Party platform. 
Perry, who lives in Palm 


Beach, Fla., is the founder of 
the National Dividend Founda­ 
tion, Inc., a non-profit organ­ 
ization that seeks to preserve 
free enterprise by giving away 
some of the billions produced 
by corporations. 
Instead of putting into the 
Treasury the $50 billion in 
taxes collected from corpo­ 
rations 
annually 
in 
recent 
years, his National Dividend 
Plan would distribute it to ev­ 
ery person registered to vote. 
In so doing, says Perry, 
whose foundation operates out 
of Palm Beach Gardens, Fla., 
we would raise the income of 
the minimum wage-earner by 
25 per cent or more, and lift at 
least one-half the poverty fami­ 
lies out of that category. 
Social Security and other ben­ 
efits would be maintained. The 


dividend would provide a voting 
couple with $1,000 to $1,500 a 
year, over and above their in­ 
come or benefits. 
In the process, he continues, 
we would be able to cut govern­ 
ment spending and inflationary 
pressure, 
encourage 
voting, 
help reduce the capital short­ 
age that threatens economic ex­ 
pansion, raise consumer buying 
power generally, spur produc­ 
tion and even raise corporate 
profits and the National Divi­ 
dend itself. 
"With the dividend,” he ex­ 
plained, “people would have a 
vested interest in the system 
rather than in getting more 
from the government.” And, he 
said, "it would get the people 
of the government’s back and 
the government off the people’s 
back.” 


Perry, who believes in in­ 
come redistribution, feels the 
only way we can solve the fi­ 
nancial needs of the under­ 
privileged is through earnings. 
All other job or welfare plans 
he has seen, he said, simply 
add to government xpenses. 
“You can’t buy success; you 
have to earn it,” he uaid. The 
money earned by corporations, 
instead of going to the govern­ 
ment, 
would 
be 
returned 
directly to the people as a divi­ 
dend for their contributions to 
those profits. 
“This would get everyone on 
the same side of the fence,” he 
explained. "YéÜ’re helping the 
system, inceasing the standard 
of living and bypassing the fed­ 
eral wastebucket. It would give 
everyone a stake in the sys­ 
tem.”

While turning the corporate 
tax over to the people, Perry 
would also call a moratorium 
on further federal spending. 
Originally, he wanted to cut 
‘back on spending; now he’ll 
settle for no increases. 


So that government functions 
aren’t disrupted, the National 
Dividend would be phased into 
use — 20 per cent of corporate 
taxes the first year, 40 per cent 
the second, and so on to 100 per 
cent in five years. 


The government, meanwhile, 
would be required to stop 
spending beyond its means, not 
by cutting programs but simply 
by not adding any more. Be­ 
cause of economic growth, Per­ 
ry believes, there would be a 
budget surplus in five years.

NEW YORK (AP) - The oil 
industry has bid $1.13 billion — 
nearly twice what the Interior 
Department expected — to 
search for oil and natural gas 
off the Atlantic Coast for the 
first time. 
Interior Department officials 
had estimated the Atlantic 
Coast tracts would bring be­ 
tween $400 million and $600 mil­ 
lion in bids. 
The oil industry has been 
waiting for years to search be­ 
neath Atlantic Coast waters. 
The bidding was to have start­ 
ed at 10 a.m. Tuesday, but had 
to wait until 6 p.m. when Su­ 
preme Court Justice Thurgood 
Marshall denied a request to 
block the sale. 
"The government is quite 
pleased with the results,” Mike 
Basile, manager of Interior’s 
Outer Continental Shelf Office 
in New York, said after the 
sealed bids were opened in the 
blue-carpeted ballroom of the 
Statler Hilton Hotel. 
The 876,750 acres opened to 
bids are 45 to 90 miles off New 
York’s Long Island, New Jer­ 
sey, Delaware, Maryland and 
Virginia. 
The Interior Department esti­ 
mates 400 million to 1.4 billion 
barrels of oil are under the 
seabed there. But the com­ 
panies, all of them American, 
were bidding without the guid­ 
ance of previous drilling in the 
area. 
The companies bid on only 
101 of the 154 tracts. High bid­ 
der on each tract won the right 
to search for oil and natural 
gas. 
Exxon Corp., 
the world’s 
largest oil .company, was an ag­ 
gressive bidder. Company offi­ 
cials said Exxon offered about 
$348.5 million as apparent high 
bidder on 34 tracts. The highest 
bid for one tract was a $107.7 
million offer by a group of 
companies led by Mobil Oil 
Corp. 
The highest total ever bid for 
offshore leases was $2.09 billion 
in a 1974 Gulf of Mexico oil 


lease sale. 
The last two sales of offshore 
leases had produced bids con­ 
siderably lower than the gov­ 
ernment predicted. In Decem­ 
ber 1975, Interior Secretary 
Thomas S. Kleppe etimated 
that bids on California offshore 
leases would bring up to $2 bil­ 
lion. They totaled $438.2 mil­ 
lion. And last April, offshore 
tracts in the Gulf of Alaska 
brought $560 million in bids 
after Kleppe had predicted up 
to $1 billion in bids. 
The 
Interior 
Department 


must still approve the high bids 
after checking them against 
what it thinks each tract is 
worth. Whether actual drilling 
will be allowed depends on the 
outcome of a hearing next 
month in the U.S. Court of Ap­ 
peals Court in New York. 


If they are allowed to drill, it 
will take the oil companies four 
to six months to move rigs into 
the area, and it could be four 
years or more before the first 
oil is sucked from beneath the 
ocean floor.

New Jersey delegation 
polled to change momentum

KANSAS CITY, Mo. <AP) - 
The roll call was going badly 
for the Reagan forces, and 
John Sears had to change the 
momentum. So he called Thom­ 
as Bruinooge, a New Jersey 
delegate, and asked him to 
have his delegation polled. 
On its first vote, New Jersey 
had cast 62 votes against the 
Reagan 
vice-presidential 
amendment that Sears had 
sprung on the Republican con­ 
vention last week. There were 
four votes for it and one ab­ 
stention.

The repolling was part of the 
strategy to put across Sears’

gamble,

failed. So did the gamble itself, 
one of a series of guerrilla-like 
strategies designed to over­ 
come the natural advantages of 
an incumbent president and put 
Ronald Reagan across as the 
Republican presidential nomi­ 
nee. 
The count was 1,180 to 1,089. 
The vote was on an amend­ 
ment that would have required 
President Ford to name his 
prospective running mate by 9 
a.m. today, before the vote for 
the 
presidential 
nomination. 
Whomever 
Ford 
chose, 
he 
would have alienated some 
delegates, just as Reagan’s 
choice of Sen. Richard Schwei- 
ker had done. 


One key to a Reagan victory 
was Mississippi, its 30 votes 
committed to neither candidate. 
Its delegates and alternates 
had voted 31 to 28 during the 
afternoon to back the Ford 
forces and to impose a unit rule 
so that all 30 votes would be 
cast that way. 
But as the voting began, the 
Mississippi Reagan forces were 
trying to get a new vote, and 
when the state was called, dele­ 
gation chairman Clarke Reed 
intoned, “Mississippi passes.” 


Soon afterwards came New 
Jersey, where Sears had hoped 
for 10 votes of the 67 votes in a 
solid Ford delegation. 


It was part of Sears’ strategy 
to unearth the hidden support 
he has said Reagan has among 
delegates thought by others to 
be strong for the President. But 
when New Jersey gave Reagan 
only four votes, Sears quickly 
made his call to Bruinooge 
from the Reagan trailer behind 
Kemper Arena.

LOS ANGELES (AP) - The 
California Dteam has a new • 
pricetage, one that homeowners 
are finding tough to pay. 
Increaswi property tax as­ 
sessments in the nation’s most 
populous county — some more 
than 100 per cent — have 
stunned horn «owners and set 
off temblors of a taxpayers’ re­ 
volt that are beginning to regis­ 
ter on the political Richter 
scale. 
There’s outrage in normally 
placid middle-class bedroom 
communities, where residents 
face these hard realities: their 
homes are worth more and 
now, according to the law, they 
must pay mere in taxes. In 
some cases tie reassessment 
levy is thounnds of dollars 
more than last year’s bills. 
“It’s a dams sure thing we’ll 
have to sell,’’ moaned Rudy 
Yurice 
of suburban 
West­ 
chester. His taxes shot from 
$861 to $1,494 last year, he has 
been trying to stretch his $362- 
a-month retirement income by 
“looking 
for 
bargains 
in 
stores.” 
This year, he says, a new in­ 
crease leaves him only one al­ 
ternative: sell. 
Many other household book­ 
keepers say they will send 
wives back to work, cancel va­ 
cations and yank their children 
out of private schools. 
Jammed neighborhood pro­ 


testing meetings can be found 
nearly every evening from the 
sprawling San Fernando Valley 
across town to Highland Park. 
There’s talk of demonstrations, 
withholding tax payments and 
organizing ballot drives for bal­ 
lot propositions limiting tax in­ 
creases. 
They say they are being de­ 
nied their right to own proper­ 
ty. They argue they are being 
forced to pay for the “potential 
value” of their homes, but the 
“potential income’’ is nowhere 
in sight. 
"They said this place has a 
lot of potential,” snapped one 
bitter homeowner. “What am I 
going to do, go out and build an 
apartment house? ,‘I said: ‘Tax 
me for the potential when I 
have the potential but don’t tax 
me for the future.’” 
Even without any increase in 
the tax rate, the higher assess­ 
ments would have given taxing 
agencies in the county $500 mil­ 
lion more than they received 
last year. 
But the homeowner tax bills 
due in December reflect a 31- 
cent boost in the tax rate, As­ 
sessor Philip Watson says. This 
will provide an additional $83.7 
million for the county’s $3.34 
billion budget, which exceeds 
last year’s budget by more 
than $270 million. 
In 1965 the budget was $1.03 
billion — less than third of the 


current one. 
A resident who paid a $450 
county tax on a $40,000 home 
last year might find himself 
paying anywhere from $890 to 
$1,090 on the same house, now 
assessed at $60,000 to $80,000. 
With bills from the other tax­ 
ing agencies added — the city, 
school, flood-control, commu­ 
nity college and other districts 
— his total property tax bill

The supervisors have called 
for a grand jury investigation 
of Watson’s assessment proce­ 
dures.

Chicago hospital makes house calls to elderly 


CHICAGO (AP) - Doctors 
may not make house calls any­ 
more, but a Chicago hospital 
does. 
St Anthony’s Hospital, oper­ 
ated by the Franciscan Sisters 
of the Sacred Heart, is taking 
comprehensive health care to 
high-rise public housing facil­ 
ities where many ailing elderly 
live. 
A trip to the doctor or nurse 
becomes merely an elevator 
ride. Or, if the patient is too ill, 
a nurse or doctor travels to the 
patient’s apartment 
The hospital, a 196-bed facil­ 
ity on the West Side, has estab­ 
lished clinics in one-bedroom 
apartments it rents for 190 a 
month in each of two nearby 
Chicago Housing Authority low- 
income buildings. 
A licensed practical nurse 


and an assistant are on duty all 
day five days a week. A doctor 
comes in for two or three hours 
each day. 
And the patients — all 62 or 
older — never see a bill. If the 
cost is not covered by Medicare 
or Medicaid or private insur­ 
ance, the care is free, under­ 
written by the hospital at a cost 
of more than $25,000 a year. 
The clinics also are open to 
other elderly residents of the 
community. 
Robert A. Hutchison, hospital 
administrator, said that for the 
first time in their lives many of 
these low-income elderly citi­ 
zens have continuity of health 
care. 
Each time they go to a clinic, 
they see the same doctor and 
are treated by him in the hospi­ 
tal if necessary, he explained. 


“We’re trying to get away 
from the hard-bench concept,” 
he said, referring to long waits 
on emergency room benches to 
see the next available doctor. 
The clinics have moved well 
away from that concept The 
apartment living room is fixed 
up as a brightly decorated 
waiting room. The kitchen, sep­ 
arated by a count«:, is the of­ 
fice, and the bedroom and bath­ 
room are used for examining 
purposes. 
Dr. Frank Yanez, physician 
at one of the clinics, said that 
the inconsistency of previous 
health care received by his 
mostly La tin-American patients 
is evident in the medications 
some of them are taking when 
they first show up for treat­ 
ment there. 


Some have been »taking two 
or three diuretics prescribed by 
two or three physicians, and 
one patient was taking 18 dif­ 
ferent drugs. 
Color photographs of the phy­ 
sician’s 
prize-winning 
roses 
adorn the walls of the waiting 
area in his clinic. 
Yanez, a native of Mexico, 
and the nurse at the clinic, Iris 
Diaz, speak both Spanish and 
English, as do half of the per­ 
sonnel at the hospital. 
“This has really meant a lot 
to the Latino population, to 
have a doctor who speaks their 
language,” Hutchison said. 
Each of the two clinics cares 
for about 15 patients a day. The 
first one, in a 400-unit building, 
opened May 1, 1975, and had 
16,020 patient visits the first 


year. The second, in a 300-unit 
building, opened in November 
and had 615 visits in its first 
five months. 
Hutchison said the hospital 
decided when the buildings 
were being constructed that “If 
would be very nice if we could 
come to the people instead of 
people having to search their 
way around.” 
Sister Mary Genevieve, a 
nurse and social worker who is 
assistant 
hospital 
adminis­ 
trator, said the clinics are an 
effort by the Franciscan Sisters 
to reach into the community 
and to serve the elderly, who 
often are forgotten people. 
If these people can be helped 
to remain independent and live 
in apartments, they can main­ 
tain their dignity and be kept 
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out of nursing homes where life 
is often less satisfactory, she 
added. 
Hutchison pointed out that it 
saves tax money if the elderly 
can care for themselves and 
not have to go to nursing 
homes. 
Dr. James C. Havranek, phy­ 
sician at the other clinic, point­ 
ed out to a visitor that the el­ 
derly frequently have no chil­ 
dren or anyone else to fall back 
on and help them when they be­ 
come disabled. 
“We’re trying to become 
their children so they can re­ 
late to us and we can help 
them solve their problems,” he 
said. 
These problem-solving efforts 
by St. Anthony’s go beyond 
health care. 
Mrs. Ruth Kerzisinik, R.N., 
direct«: of patient care at the 
hospital, listed other activities 
which included a fire pre­ 
vention program, travel films, 
programs on arthritis, diabetes 
and hypertension, and dietary 
advice. 
The hospital provides trans­ 
portation in a minibus for 
patients who need to go to the 
hospital for X rays or other 
tests. And when it becomes 
necessary, it helps find a suit­ 
able nursing home when a 
patient no longer can live at 
home.

In the very large majority of 
cases, the failure of a doorbell 
to ring or a chime to sound is 
caused by a defect in the push­ 
button. The first step, there­ 
fore, is to unscrew the pushbut­ 
ton from its position. You will 
find two wires running to two 
screws on the underside of the 
button. If one of them is'dis­ 
connected, you have already 
found the trouble. Merely run 
the end of the wire around the 
screwhead and turn the screw 
clockwise until it is fairly tight. 
Press the pushbutton and you’ll 
hear the welcome ring. 
Should both wires be attached 
securely, place a screwdriver 
blade across the tops of the 
screws — or unscrew the wires 
and touch them together. In ei­ 
ther case, you probably will 
hear a ring. This means that 
the pushbutton is the culprit 
and needs repairing or replac­ 
ing. Try rubbing sandpaper or 
emery across the contacts, the 
points the pushbutton touches 
when it is pressed. With the 
wires reattached, 
test once 
again. If there is no sound 
when you push the button, but 
there is a sound when a screw­ 
driver blade is placed across 
the two screws, a new pushbut­ 
ton is needed. Take the old 
pushbutton with you when you 
go to buy a new one. It need 
not be exactly the same, but 
should be of a size tq fit the 
position on the wall. 
If convinced the pushbutton is 
okay, the trouble has to be in 
the wiring, the bell or chime, 
or the power supply. Look for 
exposed 
breaks 
that 
need 
patching. 
If you 
see 
none 
(sometimes this is difficult be­ 
cause much of the wiring may 
not be visible) and all other 
tests indicate the wiring must 
be at fault, then you’ll have to 
string a new one, which is a lot 
easier than it sounds. On the 
bell or chime, look for loose 
connections of contacts which 
do not touch. To test a battery, 
use a voltmeter. If you don’t 
have one, connect a wire to one 
terminal of the battery and 
touch it lightly to the other ter­ 
minal. If there is a spark, the 
battery is still good.

Ford picks Dole for vice president 


KANSAS CITY, Mo. (AP) - 
President Ford today chose 
Sen. Robert J. Dole of Kansas 
to be his running mate in the 
Republican campaign to retain 
control of the White House 
Ford announced his choice at 
a news conference less than 12 
hours after he triumphed over 
Ronald Reagan in the balloting 
for the GOP presidential nomi­ 
nation. 
Ford’s choice is to be ratified 
at tonight’s closing session of 
the convention.

"At this point, I think we’re 
dead,” said Rep.

Ford said he had told Reagan 
he planned to choose Dole and 


“Gov. Reagan has endorsed my 
selection of Bob Dole as my 
running m ate.” 
Reagan met with his cam ­ 
paign workers and told them, 
“Sure, there’s a disappointment 
in what happened. But the 
cause, the cause, goes on.” 
At Reagan’s side crying qui­ 
etly as he bid his farewell to 
his staff, was his wife, Nancy. 


Within an hour after he had 
received the GOP presidential 
nomination, Ford sped across 
Kansas City for a postmidnight 
meeting with Reagan. After 
their discussion in Reagan’s ho­ 
tel suite, the two men met re­ 


porters, and the defeated chal­ 
lenger vowed to campaign for 
Ford in the fall.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
Pentagon said today the 41,000 
U.S. troops in South Korea 
have been placed on a pre­ 
cautionary alert as a result of 
the slaying of two U.S. Army 
officers by North Koreans at 
Panmunjom. 
“We have taken the pre­ 
cautionary move of increasing 
the readiness status of the 
forces in the area.” a Pentagon 
spokesman said. 
The Pentagon announcement 
followed North Korea’s declara­ 
tion that it has ordered its 
armed forces into a state of 


combat readiness because of 
the U.S. reaction to the slay­ 
ings 
Earlier U.S. military com­ 
manders in Korea had called 
men back to their units but had 
stopped short of describing the 
order as part of a special alert 
There are five stages of alert 
leading up to readiness for 
combat. It was understood that 
the precautionary alert ordered 
by the Pentagon was well be­ 
low this level 
"This increased alert status 
has been taken in view of the

A NEWSPAPER 
COLUMN AND THE 
AMERICAN REVOLUTION 
It is well for us to remember that the Fourth of July did 
not mark the end of the American Revolution. It was just 
the beginning — officially. Nor did it mean the end of 
American trials and tributions. In fact, things got worse. 
In the initial stages of the Revolution, the Americans 
suffered a whole series of defeats, losing battles on Long 
Island and Manhattan and at White Plains, New York. 
On November 16, Fort Washington was surrendered to 
the British. For Lee fell on November 20. With bitter 
winter cold settling in, Washington retreated and then 
retreated again, down though New Jersey and into 
Pennsylvania. 
General Sir William Howe didn’t bother to continue his 
attacks. He knew that the Continental Army was suf­ 
fering from the lack of every military necessity. 
Washington’s ragged troops were without adequate food, 
shelter, clothing, shoes, and even blankets. All Howe had 
to do was to relax in the warmth and comfort of the 
captured cities, and let the American troops starve and 
freeze to death. In the Spring he could mop up. 
But. one of those who had gone through the humiliating 
defeat at Fort Lee and the terrible retreat which 
followed, was a journalist by the name of Tom Paine. 
And Paine dispatched a column to the Pennsylvania 
Journal which was printed in the December 19, 1776 
issue. 
“These are the times that try men’s souls,” Paine 
wrote. “The summer soldier and the sunshine patriot 
will, in this crisis, shrink from the service of their 
country. But he that stands it now, deserves the love and 
thanks of man and woman. Tyranny, like Hell, is not 
easily conquered; yet we have the consolation with us 
that the harder the conflict the more glorious the 
triumph. What we obtain too cheap, we esteem too 
lightly; it is dearness only that gives everything its 
value. Heaven knows how to put a proper price upon its 
goods; and it would be strange indeed if so celestial an 
article as FREEDOM should not be highly rated.” 
When copies 
of the newspaper reached General 
Washington, he ordered that it be read to his dejected 
troops; and this was done, on Christmas day, December 
25, 1776. That night every man that Washington could 
muster, 2,400 in number, crossed the frozen Delaware 
River in boats manned by sturdy Marblehead fisherman. 
So cold it was that some of the men died of exposure 
before they reached the New Jersey shore, ten miles 
above Trenton. At 4:00 AM the men began their advance 
over the frozen ground, many with but rags bound about 
their feet. Three and one half hours later, with the words 
of Tom Paine ringing in their ears, they smashed their 
way into Tienton, killing the commanding General and 
capturing 1,000 of Howe’s crack troops, along with tons of 
military supplies.

Californians decisively rejected

15,

impossible 
safety and performance stan­ 
dards for nuclear power plants 
and, according to opponents of 
the proposition, have stopped 
the 
development 
of 
nuclear 
energy in its tracks Both sides 
expended millions of dollars in 
promoting their arguments 
Contributing to the defeat of 
Proposition 15, however, was the 
action 
by 
the 
California 
legislature on the eve of the 
balloting 
in 
passing 
three 
measures relating to nuclear 
plant safety, and signed by Gov 
Edmund Brown, which greatly 
counteracted the scary vision of 
atoms gone wild conjured up by 
the antinuclear forces 
Thus while Californians have 
signified that they want nuclear 
energy, the industry has been 
put on notice (if it were not 
already well aware) that the 
public is intensely concerned 
about this issue and will demand 
the 
clo sest 
monitoring 
of 
nuclear development from here 
on out. The industry still faces 
similar 
referenda 
in 
other 
states. 
Actually, 
the 
quesUons 
of 
reactor safety, the disposal of 
radioactive 
wastes 
and 
the 
possibility of sabotage or theft of 
nuclear materials have been 
grossly distorted, not only in 
California but elsewhere in the 
country where nuclear plants 
have been built or are planned. 
The real problem facing the 
industry 
in 
the immediate 
future may be a shortage of 
uranium and the prohibitively 
high prices for the ore, which 
have already escalated from $8 
a pound 
in January 1974 to 
around $35 or $30 today. 
So much 
uranium will be 
needed soon just for currently 
operating reactors that some 
industry 
executives are con­ 
vinced the U.S. won’t get by 
without substantial imports, the 
Wall Street 
Journal recently 
reported "It is probably too late 
to avoid an important uranium 
export program ," it quoted the 
president of Exxon Nuclear Co. 
as warning. 
It would indeed be ironic if 
nuclear energy, which is being 
counted on so heavily to help 
alleviate 
this 
cou ntry's 
dependence 
on 
foreign 
petroleum , 
were 
itself 
to 
become dependent upon foreign 
supplies 
But this should not necessarily 
be cause for alarm, says another 
authority. After all, there are 
very few natural resources in

Jackson ,

Fortunately, some of 
the largest known deposits of 
uranium in the world are not in 
the volatile Middle East but in 
Australia and Canada 
As for the cost of uranium, he 
believes 
the

market price was too low and is 
now about where it should be to 
stimulate exploration for new 
deposits Uranium, anyway, is a 
relatively minor factor in the 
ultimate cost to consumers of 
nuclear generated 
electricity 
The 
price 
of coal has also 


escalated in the past two years, 
he notes, even though the United 
States has abundant supplies of 
this fuel. 
If Americans don’t suddenly 
begin making inordinate energy 
demands but maintain an an­ 
nual increase in energy con­ 
sumption somewhere around the 
current five per cent, Jackson 
foresees an orderly, crisis-free 
growth in the coming decades 
both in nuclear energy, as more

Fourteen 
years later, we have a Congress 
that is talking about a $413 
billion budget, and a President 
who 
wants 
a 
substantially 
smaller sum. Nonetheless, both 
figures are roughly four times 
what the budget was only 14 
years ago. 


Another dram atic change in 
the budget is its make-up. I think 
this is something most people in 
America don’t realize. Twenty 
years ago. defense made up well 
over half the budget of the 
United States; today, defense 
makes up roughly a quarter. 
Twenty years ago, our human 
resource 
program s 
-• 
the 
programs to help the elderly, the 
poor, the sick and other people 
who need assistance •• made up 
roughly 23 
per 
cent of the 
budget. Today those programs - 
including the ones providing 
indirect aid through state and 
local governments - are over 50 
per cent of the budget 
So, in a 20-year period, we’ve 
had 
an 
ex a ct 
rev ersal 
in 
programs; defense moving from 
over half to roughly a quarter; 
human 
resou rce 
program s 
moving from a quarter to well 
over half. 
The change shows a country 
that cares It shows a country 
that is disturbed and doesn’t like 
to see unmet needs around the 
nation. It shows a country that 
wants to help people who can’t 
help themselves, a country that 
sees unmet needs in the inner 
cities, and tries to put the money 
where our heart is. 
But I also have to say there 
isn’t any way we can continue to 
have

growth 
in human 
resource programs that we've 
had in the past 10 to 20 years Let 
me give you one simple reason: 
if we try to ha ve the same rate of

That recommendation might 
seem to be contradictory, but 
Perry insists it isn’t, and Perry 
is a serious, intelligent, con­ 
servative 
gentleman, an 
in­ 
novative engineer, a wealthy 
manufacturer and former own­ 
er of a large newspaper chain. 
He has convinced many doub­ 
ters that his plan will work, 
and among them are esteemed 
economists, 
government 
offi­ 
cials and businessmen. His plan 
was considered for inclusion in 
the Republican Party platform 
Perry, who lives in Palm 


Beach, Fla., is the founder of 
the National Dividend Founda­ 
tion, Inc., a non-profit organ­ 
ization that seeks to preserve 
free enterprise by giving away 
some of die billions produced 
by corporations. 
Instead of putting into the 
Treasury 
the $50 billion 
in 
taxes 
collected 
from 
corpo­ 
rations 
annually 
in 
recent 
years, his National Dividend 
Plan would distribute it to ev­ 
ery person registered to vote. 
In 
so doing, 
says 
Perry, 
whose foundation operates out 
of Palm Beach Gardens, Fla., 
we would raise the income of 
the minimum wage-earner by 
25 per cent or more, and lift at 
least one-half the poverty fami­ 
lies out of that category. 
Social Security and other ben­ 
efits would be maintained. The 


dividend would provide a voting 
couple with $1,000 to $1,500 a 
year, over and above their in­ 
come or benefits.

The oil industry has been 
waiting for years to search be­ 
neath Atlantic Coast waters 
The bidding was to have start­ 
ed at 10 a.m. Tuesday, but had 
to wait until 6 p.m. when Su­ 
preme Court Justice Thurgood 
Marshall denied a request to 
block the sale. 
“The government 
is quite 
pleased with the results,” Mike 
Basile, manager of Interior’s 
Outer Continental Shelf Office 
in New York, said after the 
sealed bids were opened in the 
blue-carpeted ballroom of the 
Statler Hilton Hotel. 
The 876,750 acres opened to 
bids are 45 to 90 miles off New 
York’s Long Island, New Jer­ 
sey, Delaware, Maryland and 
Virginia. 
The Interior Department esti­ 
mates 400 million to 1.4 billion 
barrels of oil are under the 
seabed 
there. 
But the com­ 
panies, all of them American, 
were bidding without the guid­ 
ance of previous drilling in the 
area. 
The companies bid on only 
101 of the 154 tracts. High bid­ 
der on each tract won the right 
to search for oil and natural 
gas 
Exxon 
Corp, 
the 
world's 
largest oil company, was an ag­ 
gressive bidder. Company offi­ 
cials said Exxon offered about 
$348.5 million as apparent high 
bidder on 34 tracts The highest 
bid for one tract was a $107.7 
million offer by a group of 
companies led by Mobil Oil 
Corp. 
The highest total ever bid for 
offshore leases was $2.09 billion 
in a 1974 Gulf of Mexico oil 


lease sale. 
The last two sales of offshore 
leases had produced bids con­ 
siderably lower than the gov­ 
ernment predicted. In Decem ­

1975, 
Interior Secretary

Kleppe etimated 
that bids on California offshore 
leases would bring up to $2 bil­ 
lion. They totaled $438.2 mil­ 
lion.

must still approve the high bids 
after checking them against 
what it thinks each tract is 
worth. Whether actual drilling 
will be allowed depends on the

If they are allowed to drill, it 
will take the oil companies four 
to six months to move rigs into 
the area, and it could be four 
years or more before the first 
oil is sucked from beneath the 
ocean floor.

LOS ANGELES (AP) - The 
California Dream has a new - 
pricetage, one that homeowners 
are finding tough to pay. 
Increased property tax as­ 
sessments in the nation’s most 
populous cour.ty — some more 
than 100 per cent — have 
stunned homeowners and set 
off temblors of a taxpayers’ re­ 
volt that are bsginning to regis­ 
ter on the Political Richter 
scale. 
There's outrage in normally 
placid 
middh-class 
bedroom 
communities, where residents 
face these hard realities: their 
homes are vorth more and 
now, according to the law, they 
must pay mere in taxes. In 
some cases tie reassessment 
levy is thousands of dollars 
more than last year’s bills. 
“It’s a damn sure thing we’ll 
have to sell,’’ moaned Rudy 
Yurice 
of 
suburban 
West­ 
chester. His taxes shot from 
$861 to $1,454 last year, he has 
been try ing to stretch his $362- 
a-month retirement income by 
“ looking 
for 
bargains 
in 
stores. ’ 
This year, he says, a new in­ 
crease leaves him only one al­ 
ternative: sell. 
Many other household book­ 
keepers say they will send 
wives back to work, cancel va­ 
cations and yank their children 
out of private schools. 
Jammed neighborhood pro­ 


testing meetings can be found 
nearly every evening from the 
sprawling San Fernando Valley 
across town to Highland Park. 
There’s talk of demonstrations, 
withholding tax payments and 
organizing ballot drives for bal­ 
lot propositions limiting tax in­ 
creases. 
They say they are being de­ 
nied their right to own proper­ 
ty. They argue they are being 
forced to pay for the “potential 
value” of their homes, but the 
“potential income” is nowhere 
in sight. 
“They said this place has a 
lot of potential,” snapped one 
bitter homeowner. “What am I 
going to do, go out and build an 
apartment house? T said: ‘Tax 
me for the potential when I 
have the potential but don’t tax 
me for the future.’” 
Even without any increase in 
the tax rate, the higher assess­ 
ments would have given taxing 
agencies in the county $500 mil­ 
lion more than they received 
last year. 
But the homeowner tax bills 
due in December reflect a 31- 
cent boost in the tax rate, As­ 
sessor Philip Watson says. This 
will provide an additional $83.7 
million for the county’s $3.34 
billion budget, which exceeds 
last year’s budget by more 
than $270 million. 
In 1965 the budget was $1.03 
billion — less than third of the 


current one. 
A resident who paid a $450 
county tax on a $40,000 home 
last year might find himself 
paying anywhere from $890 to 
$1,090 on the same house, now 
assessed at $60,000 to $80,000. 
With bills from the other tax­ 
ing agencies added — the city, 
school, flood-control, commu­ 
nity college and other districts 
— his total property tax bill 
might range from $1,890 to 
$2,600. 
The supervisors have called 
for a grand jury investigation 
of Watson’s assessment proce­ 
dures.

Chicago hospital makes house calls to elderly 


CHICAGO (AP) — Doctors 
may not make house calls any­ 
more, but a Chicago hospital 
does 
St. Anthony’s Hospital, oper­ 
ated by the Franciscan Sisters 
of the Sacred Heart, is taking 
comprehensive health care to 
high-rise public housing facil­ 
ities where many ailing elderly 
live. 
A trip to the doctor or nurse 
becomes merely an elevator 
ride Or, if the patient is too ill, 
a nurse or doctor travels to the 
patient’s apartment. 
The hospital, a 196-bed facil­ 
ity on the West Side, has estab­ 
lished clinics in one-bedroom 
apartments it rents for $90 a 
month in each of two nearby 
Chicago Housing Authority low- 
income buildings 
A licensed practical nurse 


and an assistant are on duty all 
day five days a week. A doctor 
comes in for two or three hours 
each day. 
And the patients — all 62 or 
older — never see a bill. If the 
cost is not covered by Medicare 
or Medicaid or private insur­ 
ance, the care is free, under­ 
written by the hospital at a cost 
of more than $25,000 a year. 
The clinics also are open to 
other elderly residents of the 
community. 
Robert A Hutchison, hospital 
administrator, said that for the 
first time in their lives many of 
these low-income elderly citi­ 
zens have continuity of health 
care. 
Each time they go to a clinic, 
they see the same doctor and 
are treated by him in the hospi­ 
tal if necessary, he explained. 


“W ere trying to get away 
from the hard-bench concept,” 
he said, referring to long waits 
on emergency room benches to 
see the next available doctor. 
The clinics have moved well 
away from that concept. The 
apartment living room is fixed 
up as a brightly decorated 
waiting room. The kitchen, sep­ 
arated by a counter, is the of­ 
fice, and the bedroom and bath­ 
room are used for examining 
purposes. 
Dr. Frank Yanez, physician 
at one of the clinics, said that 
the inconsistency of previous 
health care received by his 
mostly Latin-American patients 
is evident in the medications 
some of them are taking when 
they first show up for treat­ 
ment there. 


Some have been taking two 
or three diuretics prescribed by 
two or three physicians, and 
one patient was taking 18 dif­ 
ferent drugs. 
Color photographs of the phy­ 
sician’s 
prize-winning 
roses 
adorn the walls of the waiting 
area in his clinic. 
Yanez, a native of Mexico, 
and the nurse at the clinic, Iris 
Diaz, speak both Spanish and 
English, as do half of the per­ 
sonnel at the hospital. 
“This has really meant a lot 
to the Latino population, to 
have a doctor who speaks their 
language,” Hutchison said. 
Each of the two clinics cares 
for about 15 patients a day. The 
first one, in a 400-unit building, 
opened May 1, 1975, and had 
16,020 patient visits the first 


year. The second, in a 300-unit 
building, opened in November 
and had 615 visits in its first 
five months. 
Hutchison said the hospital 
decided 
when 
the buildings 
were being constructed that “ It 
would be very nice if we could 
come to the people instead of 
people having to search their 
way around.” 
Sister Mary Genevieve, 
a 
nurse and social worker who is 
assistant 
hospital 
adminis­ 
trator, said the clinics are an 
effort by the Franciscan Sisters 
to reach into the community 
and to serve the elderly, who 
often are forgotten people. 
If these people can be helped 
to remain independent and live 
in apartments, they can main­ 
tain their dignity and be kept

out of nursing homes where life 
is often less satisfactory, she 
added. 
Hutchison pointed out that it 
saves tax money if the elderly 
can care for themselves and 
not have to go to nursing 
homes. 
Dr. Jam es C Havranek, phy­ 
sician at the other clinic, point­ 
ed out to a visitor that the el­ 
derly frequently have no chil­ 
dren or anyone else to fall back 
on and help them when they be­ 
come disabled. 
“We’re 
trying 
to become 
their children so they can re­ 
late to us and we can help 
them solve their problems,” he 
said. 
These problem-solving efforts 
by St. Anthony’s go beyond 
health care. 
Mrs Ruth Kerzisinik, R.N., 
director of patient care at the 
hospital, listed other activities 
which included 
a fire pre­ 
vention program, travel films, 
programs on arthritis, diabetes 
and hypertension, and dietary 
advice. 
The hospital provides trans­ 
portation 
in 
a 
minibus for 
patients who need to go to the 
hospital for X rays or other 
tests. And when it becomes 
necessary, it helps find a suit­ 
able nursing home when a 
patient no longer can live at 
home.
